Prices of 
stocks were greatly depressed Tuesday 
nnd XVedno-.day, closing lower than 
uny oth»-;- day since January, 1S79, and 
the feu on Wednesday averaged over 
5« per share, and yet only two failures 
resulted and those of brokera not es- 
pecially important. A sharp rally fol- 
lowed on Thursday with buying from 
London by shorts, and especially sig- 
nificant Iniying by small investors. 
No banks here or at 
other eabtern 


cities, and uo eastern firms of large im- 
portance have sono down, but numer- 
ous banks failed at the west, including 
some of high repute ana large business 


Tne Erie railroad was again placed iu 
the hands of a receiver, though for 
eight months of the fiscal year net earn- 
ings of the company had been larger 
than last year's, and earnings of othe>- 
roads reporting aro generally close to 
last year s. 


Ths money market became excitingly 


(•Mrmgcnt again with tho depression in 
blocks, and tho drain to assist other 
cities has been very heavy, bnt through 
Sill the strain the banki of New York 
havo passed without trouble, and im- 
ports of gold havo commenced. 


From 6,1,000,000 to $2,000,000inmoney 


lias been sent west every day and a 
large decrease iu bank reserves Is ex- 
pected, 35 the treasury has not. been 
rtisbnrrfng heavily. Few commercial 
loans have been negotiated and at high 
v»'es. At other cities tlie money rnar- 
Kets havo been quite close, but bank 
lailnres at Milwaukee, Inclianapolisaud 
Louisville havo censed less disturbance 
than might havj been reared. Tho 
treasury purchases silver sparingly and 
the exports of "hat metal have been 
Urge. Exchange!! between this city 
nnd Philadelphia have been especially 
disturbed, but banks of the latter city 
continue to supply customers as well as 
they can. Chicago hag drawn heavily 
on New York, but; in that and other 
cities bank statenj ents indicate eredita- 


_ New Yoric Woolen factories are clos- 
ing tor a. taonth or more, or indefinitely, 
becauto. orders are slack; for, while ]ob- 
oers' enrders are about as usual, clothiers 
•still hold off. Fall trade is said to bo 
not more than a third of the usual size, 
and many dealers expect to do no more 
than halt" the usual spring business. 
Dress goods are bitter in tone, but an 
unusually large proportion o£ carpet 
works is closed. Fall cottons, though 
half a cent lower than last year in pnce 
and exceptionally attractive, meet But 
moderate demand, and print cloths are 
•weaker r.t 2.94 cents. 


Tho knit goods business is somewhat 
better. 


Sales of wool at the chief markets 
last week were 2.' 04,000 pounds, against 
8,1-1"),7U!) last year, nnd for three and 
one-half months 17,r.4(i,7G7, against 80.- 
830.130 last year. Orders for boots and 
shoes are restricted, many shops run- 
ning short time, while others have 
close'', and shipments from the east are 
13 'per cent less than for the same week 
last year. 


The iron "business grows less active, 
and in spite of past decrease in output 
the demand does not equal the supply; 
that four large furnaces at Pittsburg 
are expected to close. 
Bar is weak 


and lias been sold at 1.35 cents. Plates 
are in narrow demand and structural 
iron is irregular with beams down to 
1.80 cents. Of steel bars, 2^,000 tons 
were sold to agricultural implement 
makers at Chicagp. 


Boston reports wholesale and job- 


bing trade very conservative but retail 
trade as large as usual. Cottons have 
sold well until lately, and there are no 
accumulations, bi t some mills aro clos- 
ing to prevent overproduction. "Wool- 
ens are quiet, lightweights being slow 
nt prices 5 per cent below last year, and 
•wool is weak with small sales. Orders 
for boots and sho?s aro small, leather 
and hides arc quiet. 


Philadelphia reports better feeling 


though very little commercial paper is 
fcold at 7 per cent aud banks are hoard- 
ing money though cariug for deposit- 
ors. In textile manufactures there is 
no improvement, and many mills are 
closing for want of orders. 


Trade at Baltimore is quiet. Banks 


are strong but c ose, and commercial 
ri.-ks taken are narrow. 


No gain is seen at Pittsburg, where 


the demand for iron is small und the 
majority of mills are closed, though 
two have resumed; but tho wage scale 
for iron aud glass is not settled. 


At C'le^ elrnrl trade is dull, except for 
groceries. 


At Cincinnati orders are not im- 


proved. 


Chicago reports, smaller receipts of 


moat products, decrease ot 22 per cent 
in clearings. S4 per cent in real estate 
sales, and 20 per rant in eastbound ship- 
ments, jobbing tride fair and retail, 
very satisfactory. Banks are calling 
epiiie loans: heavy demands for accom- 
Miodations contim, e at 7 per cent, but 
rho best customers are supplied _ and 
money ia tight an ever. Wheat is at 
the lowest price ever named, and local 
securities are pressed for sale. 


At Milwaukee the failure of the 


three oldest bankf caused inte_nse ex- 
citement and heavy commercial fail- 
ures, large holdings of iron sj*ndicate 
paper being the cause, and business is 
contracting. 
Jobbers at St. Paul are conservative, 


but average crops are expected. 


Omaha reports quiet trade except for 
groceries, and S oux City good crop 
prospects, bnt jobbing trade and pork 
packing curtailed. 


Jobbing trade is quiet at Kansas 


City, cattle receipts moderate at lower 
prices and hog receipts liberal. 
Denver has quis t trade and slow col- 


lections. 
St. Louis reports fair trade for the 


season, except in building, and no com- 
plaint among jobters. 
At Jxnuxville and Nashville trade is 


fair; at Little P^cck very conservative 
but safe; at Columbus and Macon the 
outlook is good, though 
money 
is 


tight. 
Slew Orleans reports trade exceed- 


ingly dull and laoney very tight, but 
banks sound anc crop prospects excel- 
lent. 


Jlo'uile reports fair crop prospects; 


Jacks mville a close and cautious trade, 
and Charleston dull but sound busi-

Tlio streets were crowded with 
people and a genuine panic ensued.

Dr. Wheeler Reports the Result 


of His Mission. 


HE HAS DONE HIS WORK WELL.

Wheeler, tho United States marine hos- 
pital surgeon who was recently sent 
abroad by tho treasury department to 
examine into the sanitary condition of 
the porta where emigrants are em- 
barked for This eunntry, has sent tho 
following communication to Dr. Sen- 
ner, commissioner of emigration: 


"In reply to your letter asking my 


opinion as to thu probability of an epi- 
demic of cholera appealing in the ports 
v.'lient,e emigration usually conies to us, 
I have to state ihat the outlook I con- 
aider to bo most fnvorablo at all except 
Mediterranean ports.

whence -\\ e got a large number of peo- 
ple, ami wliic-h, as yuu remember, was 
visited by cholera last year, there has 
as j ct bt'un no recurrence of tho dis- 
ease, which it was greatly feared 
there 
\s ould 
be.

thorities have done and are still do- 
ing t;ypj> tiling in their power to pro- 
vent its introduction iiom abroad and 
to suppress it should it appear.., At an 
otiormous expense, all water :n the city 
now is filtered and pnritied. As thy 
weeks roll by the chaneo of escaping 
the disease improves fan far as northern 
ports are concerned. With regard to 
tlie lUeditenaneau ports, it may be said 
that t-poradic c;iyjs ot cholera appear in 
ilnrseilles and Naples almost every 
yonr. and the presence in those cities of 
a tew cases does not, by any means indi- 
cate rhat tin epidemic will iollow. Since

Ho descvibes the punishment of deporta*- 
tion sought to be inflicted on Yick Wo 
under the provisions of tho Geary act as 
in effect a legislative sentence of buni^h- 
ment, unknown to tho organic law and 
in violation of it. Concerning the Geary 
act itself, tho chief justice says that it

immutable principles of justice, incon- 
sistent with the nature of our govern- 
ment and in conflict with, the written 
constitution by which that government 
was created and those principles Be- 
curcil."—Harlfoid Courant.

Why is it 
we ore so apt to distrust our own judg- 
ment on some nnuaual work and willing 
to pay big wages to some tramp who 
comes along looking for a job, claiming 
to be an expert, but who may have never 
seen the work done? Ho lias the brass 
to try and, nothing i;o lose. We have in- 
telligence and self interest euougli to 
make our work superior, without experi- 
ence, to his. Thus I eosoned a Eural New 
Yorker correspondent as ho stood by his 
first ditch 17 years ago. Ho writes: 


It works well yet and will for CO years 


to come. Put the bottom stones below 
tho frost line so that they will not hea%_. 
There- are three ways of placing them 
according to the width of the ditcii and 
their own size. Tbe modo I prefer in 
wide ditches ig to have stones on each 
side and a cover laid on. Tho center of 
the ditch is n littlo tho highest, and the 
sido stones keep crowding to tbe out- 
Bide. The cover of flat stones should 
reach well across 50 as not to work off 
and drop clown. Cover all cracks with 
other flat stones uud put in as many 
more as you can spare or have time to 
draw until tho dit-jh is nearly full. In 
clay land too much ciirt on top of tho 
stones will get pack'id down and hold 
tho surface water. 


In a narrow clitcl: dig one side a trifle 


lower than tbe ot-ier and put in good 
sized jam stones. Put flat stones against 
tho opposite side and let them lie on top 
of the jam stones. This makes a V 
shaped throat. Pnt more stones on top 
of tho cover and wedge this down 
against tho bank to hold it tightly, Pill 
in with stones to level up. A third way 
is to take two flat stones and set them 
against the opposite sides of tbo bank, 
bring the tops together in tho center, 
then fill in behind them to hold them 
firmly. I do not like this way, as if one 
slips both may fa'.l in and close the 
throat. 


A stone throat if firmly laid and cov- 


ered with stones will not need that any- 
thing shonld bo put on it before cover- 
ing it with earth, ami a horse can be 
driven on it without injury while plow 
ing in tho covering. In this country -we 
often dig ditches partially at least ;.o 
provide a place to get rid of stones. If 
there are only a fevr of them on top of 
tbo CDver, scatter in somo straw, which 
will keep the dirt from rattling through 
•until it is wfell settled. Tho lifetime of 
a ditch depends on tho care taken to 
keop the mouth open. If tho fine cart!' 
cannot run out, the throat soon fills.

Horn Fly PoM. 


The terrible horn fly pe&t ia preying on 


tho cattle of tho country again. 
We re- 


print the following remedy from n bulle- 
tin by Professor Wood of the Mississippi 
agricultural experiment station: 


Tho treatment for the horn fly is most- 


ly preventive in its nature and consists 
of the application to the cattle of odor- 
ous substances which will keep the flies 
from the animals. For this purpose a 
great many substances have been recom- 
mended, bnt mostof them have proved of 
little value. Tho lollowing, however, 
have given tho most satisfactory resultaat 
onr bands: 


1. Gnat oil, mado as follows: Crude 


carbolic acid, an our.ce; pennyroyal, one- 
half to an ounce: sulphur, one-fourth 
pound; crude cottonseed oil, a gallon. 
Mix well and apply with a brush or cloth 
to the back and shoulders of tho cattle. 
Tho crude cottonseed oil is cheaper than 
tho other oils, although fish oil or lard 
oil is equally good in making tho above. 


2. Fish oil and tar mixed and applied as 


above are equally effective. 
The 


mixed with the fish oil so that tho odor 
may last longer and thus keep the flies 
away from the animals a greater length 
of time. Either of the above will keep 
tho flies away from tho animals for sev- 
eral daj-s, after which tho application 
should bo repeated. 


3. Thofliesbreedinfresh manure. Itis 


thus important thai tbo barnyards bo 
kept as clean and free from manure as 
possible. Lime placed upon tho innnnro 
will kill tho lav/to.

The question of raising field peas for 


forage, for feed and for ordinary uses as 
fertilizers haa occupied (ho attention of 
many of the stations lately. Tho Min- 
nesota station announces that peas are 
a good crop in cold climates, and they 
will repay tho cost of cultivating them. 
In many cases it is an improvement to 
grow tho peas along with oats as the 
stalks of the latter tend to support tho 
drooping vines of Iho peas. But it is 
better to select tho standing varieties of 
vines and to improve them by cultiva- 
tion nnd selection. 
When grown on a 


largo scale, the pean can bo harvested 
with a mowing machine, raked with the 
ordinary hay rake nnd thrashed out with 
thrashing machines dither alone or with 
oats. They form a crop very rich in 
nitrogenous matter, and they corno in 
very good in rotation, with grain crops.

Shortly alter tlie'Clia&worth station, at 


which no »top was made, had been passed, 
the engineer of the forward locomotive saw 
flames lapping at the stringers of a ah art 
trestle work which led across a dry cut 
home 10 feet deep. Instinctively ho reversed 
his lever, but in tho be;;t moment lie saw 
that ft would be Impossible with the heavy- 
train behind to stop before the danger spot 
was reached. The only chance lay in a 
di),sh for safely, and throwing his lever back 
agaiu he put on every ponud of ateam, and 
the carti fairly made a leap ahead. But 
neither speed nor caution couJd save the 
train. The flames had undermined the 
woodwork of the tittle, i.nd it gave way 
ashoon as the weight of the first engine 
struck it. Then ensued an awful scene. 
Tlie 050 people* on bcaid were thrown in the 
midst of the wreck, pinioned under the 
frame work ot the shattered vehicles. A 
few of the pafawngei-s remained uninjured, 
but fire broke out like a Hash in a dozen 
different places. 


\VLeii morning csme, the shattered truin 


was still blazing. After the wreck was 
Dually cleared away it was found that 70 
peisona had been killed. Three hundred 
uud fifty passengers weie Injured, a ma- 
jority of them severely, and for mouths the 
afinii' hung like n pall over what bad been 
ono of the happiest and most prosperous 
stretches of country in the west.
